Mr. T. B. Stenhouse, Postmaster, G. S. L. 
City, has kindly furnished us the following 
regardiog foreign rates of postage on printed 
maiter. the publication of which will save us 


the trouble of answering the numerous ques- 
tions which heretofore have been put to us 
almost daily, and which we were unable to 
answer from the fact that the necessary infor- 
mation was not at band : 


To Great Britain and Ireland, newspapers 
2 cents each, witbout regard to weight, which 
is the United States postage only; prepayment 
required, 

To France, Algeria, or in French mail, or 
via. England to cities of Turkey. Syria and 
Egypt, newspapers 2 cents each; prepayment 
required. 

To the German-Austrian Postal Union, in 
Prussian closed mail. newspapers 6 cents each; 
prepayment required. 

To Germany via. Bremen and Hamburg, 
pevapayers 3 cents each; prepayment re- 
quired, 

To Belgium, in the United States and Bel- 
rium closed mail, newspapers not exceeding 
3 ozs. 5 cents each ; prepayment required. 

To Switzerland, by Prussian closed mail, 6 
cents, 

To Switzerland, by Bremen mail, 4 cents. 

To Switzerland, by French mail, 2 cents 
each ; to be prepaid. 

Newsp: pers published in the United States 
and sent to regular.sab cribera io the British 
North American Provinces, are chargeable 
with the regular prepaid quarterly rates of 
United States postage ; which postage must 
be collected at the office of muiling.

_News from Ban- 


The Boise Express arrived at Box Elder 
on Saturduy, after along trip, bringing dates 
from Western Rannack to the 23d ult. We 
are indebted to the Agent, Mr. T. D. Brown. 
for an advance copy of the Boise News of 
the date mentioned. The Express messenger 
reports considerable difficulty with the In- 
dians along the route. Before reaching 
Salmon Falls on the Snake River, the stock 
was stolen three times, but by extraordinary 
exertions of the expressman it was all recov- 
ered, While at the Falls al} the express ani- 
mals, and those belonging to the Ferry. were 
stolen from the corral by the Indians. Only 
part of these were recovered, but the rider 
pressed through as best he could. 

We also learn that Mr. Barnard, who lives 
on the Malad. near Deep Creek, in the northern 
part of this Territory, sent out last Sunday 
twelve head of horses and mules to bring in 
some wagons laden with goods, which had 
been snow-bound. These also were stolen by 
he red skins. We have heard of no violence 
being offered by the Indians on the route. 
They seem to have contented themselves with 
indulging in their natural propensity of steal- 
ing stock. Emigrants traveling north will. 
therefore, have to keep an eye vn their ani- 
mals, lest the vagabond tribes steal them 
away. No danger is apprehended from the 
Indians, as they evince no disposition to at- 
tack white travelers, but they will steal when 
they get a chanee. Ample protection will be 
afforded should any emergency require it, but 
such raids as those mentioned above are at 
all times to be expected in an Indian country. 
no matter how peaceful the savages may be, 
or how strong the treaties made with them. 
A little care on the part of travelers will ob- 
viateall trouble. The winter has been a se- 
vere one, and the Indians bave had a hard 
time to yet throrgh it. 

In the Boise News we find few items of 
special interest to our citizens. A bloody 
murder was committed on the 19th January, 
at a ball, the innocent victim being Joseph R. 
Seeley. A fight took place in the ball room 
between a desperado named Jack Holbrook, 
and aman named T. Northcutt. They com- 
menced shooting in the door of the crowded 
room, where Seeley received bis death wound 
and Wm. B. Paston a ball in the leg. tbe latter 
inflicting a severe though not dangerous 
wound. Holbrook is in custody, uwaiting 
his trial for murder. The people are much 
incensed ut this outrage and loud talk is heard 
about organizing a Vigilance Committee to 
rid the country of the vagabond deperadoes 
who use the pistol or knife on the slightest 
provocation, regardless of the lives of inno- 
cent passersby or onlookers. The Boise News 
reprobates the idea of a Cemmittee. and takes 
a proper view of the question. So long as 
the courts do their daty, there is no excuse for 
such institutions as Vigilance Committees. 
The News says : 

Vicn.axce has been 
some talk, not altogether idle or unmeaning. 
witbin the past few days with regard to the 
formation ot a Vigilance Committee, but upon 
sober second thought we have no doubt the 
idea will be abandoned. It would certainly 
be premature at this ime. The Court having 
jurisdiction in criminal cases will begin a ses- 
sion within two weeks, and as no prisoner bas 
ever escaped from the officers of this county, 
it is fair to presume that none will be permit- 
ted to do so between this and the sitting of 
Court. As the law has been faithfully exe- 
cuted up to this time. let us hope that Hf will 
continue to be so, and not soil our hands even 
with the blood of criminals. When Court 
meets two weeks from Monday, they will be 


tried by a jury of impartial men summoned 
from the body of the county.

EXTRACTS FROM THE 
Revised Regulations forthe Army, 
hat should be knowa by every Soldier. 


The following extracts from the Re- 
vised Army Regulations are published 
‘or the information and guidance of all 
concerned : 

1. All inferiors are required to obey strictly 
and to execute with alacrity and good faith. 
the lawful orders of the superiors appointed 
over them. 

17. An officer who succeeds to any com- 
mand or duty stands in regard to bis duties in. 
the same situation as bis predecessor. The 
officer relieved sball turn over to bis successor 
all orders in foree at the time, and all the 
public property and funds pertaining to bis 
command or duty, and shall receive theretor 
duplicate receipts, showing the condition oi 
each article. 

18. An officer ina temporery command shall 
not, except in urgent cases, alter or annul the 
standing orders of the reguiar or permaneni 
commander without authority from the nexi 
higher commander. | 

78. It.is egjoined upon all officers to be 
cautious in reproving non-commissioned offi 
cers in the presence or bearing of privates. 
lest their authority be weakened ; and non 
commissioned officers are not to be sent to the 
gsuard-room and mixed with privates during | 
confinement, but to be cousidered as placed ia 
arrest. except in aggravated cases, wuere es- 
cape may be apprehended. 

&5>. Every article. excepting arms and ac 
coutrginents, belonging to the regiment, is to 
reziment. 

sé. Such articles as belong to companies are 


to be marked with the letter of the company 
and number and name of the regiment; aud 
such as belong to mea, with their individual | 
numbers, and the letter of the company. 

91. Each subaltern officer witl be charged | 
with asquad for the supervision of its order |
